Group I, claim(s) 11-16, drawn to a casing for transport of a toner mixture in a 
development device (399/276). 

Group II, claim(s) 17-21 , drawn to a method for making a casing (427/305). 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special technical 
feature of the Group I invention is a casing for transport of a toner mixture having a wall 
comprised of an electrically-conductive material and an outer surface of the wall having 
a layer comprised of nickel-copper. The special technical feature of the Group II 
invention is a method of making a casing having a step of chemical deposition to form a 
nickel-copper-phosphor layer having 1 to 2% copper and 8 to 10% phosphor and a 
remainder comprises substantially nickel. None of these special technical features are 
common to the other group, nor do they correspond to a special technical feature in the 
other group. Therefore, unity of invention is lacking. 
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3. A telephone call was made to Mr. Brett A. Valiquet on 1/29/09 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
